GREEN  COUNTY  CAMPAIGN. 


(T.  J.  Moore.) 

The  church  was  far  back  In  a  small  Interior  com- 
munlty  some  twenty  miles  from  a  railroad.  To 
reach  It  Rev.  W.  8.  Allen  and  I  had  to  pass  through 
a  six  mile  stretch  of  virgin  pine  forest  without 
passing  a  house,  field  or  any  other  evidence  of 
human  habitation.

could  not  venture  with  our  Ford  car

•tream  for  half  a  mile  to  rind  a  foot  log  and  crow- 
Uff  1  struck  out  to  find  a  man  three  mile,  away

After  a  happy  night  spent  In  thin  home  w. 
went  to  th.  church,  half  mile  away.  Tbe  meTt 
Ing  bouse  was  almost  new.  built  of  undreased 
Plank  running  up  and  down,  and  would  hold  about 
one  hundred  people. 

The  entire  church  roll  contained  twenty-on. 
names.  Flva  of  thasa  wars  non-raatdant  Of 
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the  sixteen  resident  members  twelve  were  present, 
with  eight  other  people.  They  had  called  a 
preacher,  living  twenty  miles  away,  he  bad  visited 
them  once  a  short  while  before  and  had  agreed  to 
come  back  again  after  our  visit  and  had  given 
them  to  understand  that  his  serving  them  as  pas¬ 
tor  would  depend  largely  upon  the  result  of  our 
work  with  them. 

After  hearing  the  Budget  Plan  explained  they 
readily  adopted  It  and  the  twelve  members  with 
two  others  signed  pledge  cards  and  took  enve¬ 
lopes.  The  aggregate  for  the  year  was  found  to 
to  "be  (281.00.  They  felt  sure  of  running  it  up  to 
(300.00.  They  agreed  to  guarantee  to  the  pastor 
the  (12.60  per  month  he  had  agreed  to  come  for. 
and  to  send  r.  Lawrence  (8.00  per  month,  with 
the  purpose  to  divide  the  excess  by  same  ratio. 

The  young  lady  elected  church  treasurer  agreed 
to  write  me  Immediately  after  the  next  regular 
church  service,  which  she  did.  That  letter  was 
full  of  joy  and  good  cheer.  It  told  of  the  joy  of 
the  pastor  and  the  good  preaching  he  did.  How 
that  In  the  envelopes  there  was  found  ample  mon¬ 
ey  to  pay  him  and  send  to  Dr.  Lawrence  the 
agreed  amount,  and  some  left  In  the  treasury.  Two 
subscriptions  to  the  Baptist  Record  were  secured. 
A  few  names  for  the  county  Summer  Normal  en¬ 
rolled.  The  Enlistment  Workers  were  warmly 
urged  to  come  again. 


CONSTITUTIONAL  PROHIBITION. 


In  the  year  1879  I  saw  fine  mechanics,  painters, 
bookkeepers,  merchants,  lawyers,  doctors,  and 
others  so  addicted  to  the  use  of  liquor  that  they 
were  Incapacitated  for  their  professions.  I  saw 
men  neglecting  their  families;  their  children  with 
but  little  clothing,  half  starved  and  growing  up  In 
Ignorance,  while  the  boys  of  the  country- were  get¬ 
ting  the  drink  habit  fastened  on  them.  I  said 
"By  the  help  of  Ood  I  will  do  my  best  to  have 
Shubuta  a  saloonlees  town.” 

There  were  then  five  saloons  and  one  drug  store 
and  one  general  merchant  were  licensed,  the  last 
two  sold  In  no  quantity  less  than  pints. 

At  that  time  I  wanted  the  county  and  then  the 
State  dry.  and  later  my  ultimatum  was  “Constitu¬ 
tional  Prohibition  by  1920."  If  I  live  to  see  Jan¬ 
uary  16th,  1920  I  will  see  It  Our  noble  Presi¬ 
dent  says  that  Congress  would  not  lift  the  bah  on 
light  wine  and  beer  and  he  cannot  do  so  until  after 
the  demobilisation  of  our  troops,  this  wUI  not  be 
accomplished  before  October,  at  which  time  he 
says  he  will  exercise  his  authority.  I  am  sorry 
that  the  President  Is  not  a  prohibitionist.  His 
attitude  In  the  matter  hinders  the  accomplishment 
but  does  not  defeat  the  dream  of  so  many  good 
men  who  have  worked  for  the  salvation  of  our 
manhood  from  the  ruinous  habit  of  drink. 

Now  in  1878,  I  resolved  that  I  would  not  caat 
my  vote  for  a  candidate  even  though  he  be  the 
nominee  of  the  Democratic  party.  If  he  waa  an 
openly  Immoral  man,  If  be  himself  drank,  or  treat¬ 
ed  others  to  obtain  their  votes  or  was  not  In  favor 
of  prohobltlng  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  in¬ 
toxicants.  I  violated  this  In  voting  for  John 
Sharp  Williams. 

Now  that  we  have  prohibition,  we  want  It  en¬ 
forced  and  you  cannot  enforce  prohibition  or  any 
other  law  with  an  officer  not  opposed  to  the  crime 
that  the  law  prohibits.  Is  it  asking  too  much, 
since  I  have  spent  much  money  and  time,  often 
taking  my  life  In  my  hands,  to  help  get  the  con¬ 
stitutional  prohibition,  to  ask  you  to  not  caat  your 
vote  for  any  man  that  falls  below  what  I  require 
of  a  candidate,  from  constable  to  governor  Inclu¬ 
sive.  I  have  seen  some  good  men  elected  to  office 
that  would  violate  the  Sunday  law  and  they  would 
not  enforce  it  and  you  need  not  expect  a  man  not 
at  heart  a  prohibitionist,  to  enforce  the  prohibi¬ 
tion  law.

Subscriptions  should  be 
paid  just  as  there  were  no  leave  of  absence  and 
the  Interest  In  this  phase  of  the  work  should  not 
In  any  way  wane.  The  bookkeeper  of  the  Edu¬ 
cation  Commission  will  continue  to  give  a  part  of 
her  -time  to  the  Educational  work.  So  all  con¬ 
tributions  will  be  received  and  the  donors  properly 
receipted  and  amounts  entered  on  the  books.

Our  Superintendent  Mrs.  8.  O.  Davidson,  and 
our  Superintendent  of  Nurses,  Miss  Archer,  have 
It  very  much  and  constantly  on  their  minds  and 
hearts  to  do  the  best  that  can  be  done  for  the 
young  ladles  who  come  to  the  Baptist  Memorial 
Hospital  for  training.  They  are  especially  anx¬ 
ious  tp  have  those  come  who  have  high  ideals  of 
Christian  service  and  a  noble  purpose  to  fit  them¬ 
selves,  not  simply  for  the  pay  that  la  In  It,  but  for 
the  good  they  may  do. 

The  graduating  exercises  for  the  class  of 
1918-1919,  which  took  place  on  the  evening  of 
June  18th,  put  before  the  under-graduates,  as  well 
as  the  graduates  the  high  and  true  things  that 
are  before  them  in  the  profession  that  they  have 
chosen.  The  sun-parlor  on  the  eighth  floor  had 
been  beautifully  decorated  for  the  occasion,  good

It  la  very  unusual  for  one  to  make  a  stair  meat 
such  as  the  following,  but  I  believe  It  best  under 
the  circumstances,  lest  I  or  the  college  be  plaesd 
in  an  embarrassing  situation 

It  comes  to  me  from  various  sources  that  the 
report  has  gone  out  to  different  parts  of  the  stats 
that  I  am  contemplating  severing  my  connect  ions 
with  the  college.  I  desire  merely  to  state  the 
facta 

Some  months  ago  some  business  propositions 
were  being  considered  by  me  which  seems  utterly 
unwise  for  me  to  disregard,  since  I  must  provide 
for  my  family.  I  brought  the  matter  very  private 
ly  to  the  attention  of  the  executive  committee  sad 
likewise  conferred  with  the  faculty,  and  after  can 
ference  with  the  president  of  the  board  and  other 
members  1  got  their  permission  to  aak  Dr.  Hardy 
of  Baylor  College,  Texaa  to  take  the  presidency 
I  had  a  most  satisfactory  Interview  with  him  la 
Atlanta,  Oa  1  think  he  desired  to  come  to  ua. 
his  native  state,  but  stated  that  he  must  deal  fair¬ 
ly  with  Baylor.  He  exacted  of  me  a  promise  to 
remain  la  my  department  of  chemistry  for  at  least 
a  year.  After  his  return  to  Texas,  be  took  up 
the  matter  with  his  people  who  made  him  believe 
that  It  was  highly  inadvisable  for  him  to  leave 
and  be  promptly  wired  me  the  derision.  At  the 
meeting  of  the  board,  1  acquainted  those  to  whom 
I  had  previously  spoken,  with  the  facto,  and  oa 
their  advice  nothing  further  waa  said.  1  proceed 
with  vigor  to  lay  out  our  plans  for  the  most  In¬ 
tensive  year's  work  In  our  history.  Imivlng  this 
matter  to  be  adjusted  as  soon  aa  possible,  but  only 
when  the  highest  and  best  Interests  of  the  collie 
can  be  conserved. 

I  have  served  the  college  to  the  limit  of  my 
ability  for  26  years  and  there's  hardly  a  brick  la 
her  walls  that  1  do  not  love  and  my  affection 
clings  to  the  thousands  of  men  whom  I  have  touch¬ 
ed  here,  yet  I  cannot  escape  the  Idea  that  1  should 
provide  a  competence  for  myself  and  family.  If  a 
fine  opportunity  offers  and  I  believe  the  rank  and 
file  of  my  friends  will  agree.  I  can  any  frankly 
that  I  feel  no  man  ever  served  In  all  the  varying 
positions  In  a  collage  with  more  bappInsM  than  I 
have  In  Mississippi  College  Tbs  denomination 
and  student  body  have  always  been  wonderfully 
considerate.  While  this  la  being  adjusted,  please 
get  this  firmly  fixed  In  your  mind  that  I  shall  not 
pursue  a  v spoliating  and  Indifferent  policy,  but  the 
faculty  la  settled  on  the  moet  aggressive  campaign 
of  our  lives,  and  surely  we  are  confronting  great 
events.

We  have  set  out  upon  an  unprecedented  task  for 
Baptists.  We  have  heard  the  voice  of  God  and 
like  Abraham  are  moving  out  from  the  old  place 
of  rest  where  we  and  our  fathers  have  lived.

for  a  grown  man  it  Is  a  calamity. 

The  eyes  of  other  people  are  upon  us.  There 
are  always  those  who  are  saying  of  us  what  un¬ 
friendly  neighbors  said  of  Nehlmlnh  and  his  band 
of  builders,  "You'll  never  do  it."  “You  haven’t 
got  the  proper  organization."  Let  us  rather  hear 
the  words  of  the  prophet  to  that  little  band  of 
men  who  rebuild  Jerusalem.  "It  is  not  by  might, 
nor  by  power,  but  by  my  spirit,  saith  the  Lord 
of  Hosts."  It  is  not  in  great  organization,  nor 
In  great  armies  that  the  task  is  to  succeed,  but 
in  the  consciousness  that  God  is  with  us,  that 
we  are  his  servants  and  we  are  seeking  to  carry 
out  his  will.  If  there  is  failure,  not  only  are  we 
put  to  shame  but  our  God  is  discredited.  We 
must  not  allow  his  name  to  be  brought  into  re¬ 
proach.

THE  MIND  OF  CHRIST 


"Mind.”  like  many  other  words  In  our  lan¬ 
guage  la  subject  to  many  modifications  of  mean¬ 
ing,  and  so  when  we  use  or  hear  the  word  it  is 
the  more  necessary  that  we  should  grasp  the  par¬ 
ticular  sense  in  which  it  is  employe^  in  any  given 
instance.  In  this  case,  the  second  chapter  of 
Phtlipplans,  Paul  Is  speaking  of  the  disposition 
of  Jesus,  or  his  attitude  toward  others;  not  his 
disposition  In  tbe  sense  of  superficial  tempera¬ 
ment,  but.  his  disposition  which  was  the  result  of 
his  determination  and  the  cause  of  the  decision 
to  surrender  what  he  had  for  the  benefit  of 
others.  His  original  character  of  love  Impelled 
him  to  tbe  act  of  self  surrender,  and  the  act  of 
self-immolation  fixed  In  him  as  a  man  the  atti¬ 
tude  of  mind  here  spoken  of.  As  God  he  made  the 
sacrifice  of  his  position.  As  man  he  maintained 
the  attitude  of  self-surrender  and  lowliness. 

With  us  the  process  is  much  the  same.  In  the 
beginning  of  the  Christian  life  there  Is  the  abso¬ 
lute  surrender  of  self.  The  old  life  with  Its  gov¬ 
erning  motives  Is  abandoned  once  for  all.  We 
assume  a  new  attitude  toward  God  and  occupy 
a  new  relationship  with  men.  This  is  done  once 
for  all.  Just  as  Jesus  counted  It  not  a  thing  to 
be  grasped *at  all  cost  to  be  equal  with  God.  "but 
emptied  himself  taking  the  form  of  a  servant,” 
so  must  the  man  who  becomes  a  Christian  separ¬ 
ate  himself  from  the  old  life  and  plunge  once 
and  forever  into  a  new  sphere  of  existence.  This 
wilt  help  him  to  do  all  the  rest.  » 

Rut  when  this  is  done  the  application  of  it 
becomes  a  dally  experience  in  our  contact  with 
human  conditions  about  us.  As  It  was  said  of 
Jesus,  "Being  found  in  fashion  as  a  man,  he 
humbled  himself,  becoming  obedient  even  unto 
death,  yea  the  death  of  the  cross.  The  execution 
of  the  original  purpose  necessitates  Its  dally 
repetition,  and.  enforcement  Jesus  said  “Take  up  ' 
your  cross  dally.”  Paul  said,  “I  die  dally."  It  Is 
the  bringing  to  bear  of  the  original  purpose, 
formed  and  expressed  once  for  all,  to  bear  upon 
the  actual  facts  of  existence  in  this  present  evil 
world.  In  this  way  alone  can  we  preserve  the 
mind  of  Christ. 

It  ought  to  be  clear  to  us  what  Is  this  mind 
of  Christ  which  we  are  to  have,  ir  we  have  died 
to  self  we  will  not  seek  onr  own.  There  will  be 
a  constant  use  of  our  energies  to  further  the  good 
of  others,  an  absence  of  self  assertiveness,  free¬ 
dom  from  the  self-opinionated  attitude,  tbe  de¬ 
termination  to  have  our  own  way,  the  desire  to 
carry  odr  point  for  the  sake  of  personal  victory, 
avoiding  the  vain  glory  that  produces  factions. 
We  may  be  unyielding  in  our  devotion  to  Christ 
and  his  truth,  and  yet  be  entirely  gentle  and 
easy  to  be  entreated  In  matters  that  concern  our¬ 
selves. 

,  The  results  In  the  case  of  Jesus  make  us  sure 
that  we  ran  afford  to  maintain  the  same  self- 
sacrificing  deposition.  For  it  is  said,  "Wherefore 
God  hath  highly  exalted  him."  We  have  nothing

'TOC  A*T  THE  SAME. 
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THE  CAMPAIGN  AND  THE  ASSOCIATION 


It  goes  without  saying  that  the  uppermost  pur¬ 
pose  of.  our  people  at  this  time  Is  the  75  million 
campaign.  It  Includes  every  item  of  benevolence 
commonly  treated  in  our  district  associations. 
For  this  reason  there  will  be  no  difficulty  In  ar¬ 
ranging  to  give  the  campaign  chief  place  In  the 
assoclational  meeting.  This  may  and  doubtless 
will  necessitate  the  rearrangement  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  of  tbe  assoclational  meeting  this  year. 
There  ought  to  be  no  difficulty  in  doing  this  since 
It  will  not  prevent  the  discussion  of  any  of  the 
usual  topics,  bift  will  show  how  every  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  work  fits  Into  our  enter  program  and 
shares  in  Its  benefits. 

This  will  require  some  thinking  beforehand  on 
the  part  of  those  Interested.  The_  district  and 
county  organizers  can ‘take  the  matter  up  with 
the  proper  parties  in  every  association  before¬ 
hand.  The  matter  should  be  brought  to  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  body  on  the  flr^  day  and  the  pro¬ 
gram  arranged.  There  ought  to  be  somebody  in 
every  association  sufficiently  familiar  with  the 
movement  to  explain  its  purpose,  reason,  method 
and  time.

We  are  making  rapid  progress,  but  we 
still  have  many  serious  problems  to  confront  ns 
Our  needs  there  are  many  but  as  I  eee  It.  our 
greatest  need  Is  a  piano  In  the  primary  depart¬ 
ment.  The  music  department  has  been  sadly  neg- 
lerted  and  the  only  way  by  which  we  will  ever  be 
able  to  get  hold  of  the  ettuattou  Is  to  get  the 
children  Interested.  This  I  can  easily  do  If  I  only 
had  a  piano.  You  know  well  that  tnus'le  la  the 
making  of  the  primary  department.  My  sister 
had  promised  me  a  piano  for  1175.  This  piano  has 
been  In  her  home  not  more  than  three  years  and 
has  been  well  cered  for.  She  Is  moving  from  this 
town  and  hes  been  offered  5376  for  her  piano 
but  says  she  wants  tht  school  to  have  It  for  that 
price.  If  you  can  help  me  find  someone  who  Is 
Interested  enough  In  this  work  to  help  me  1  am 
sure  the  Lord  will  bless  you.  My  prsyer  and  de¬ 
sire  has  been  that  I  might  be  able  to  put  tbla  ad¬ 
dition  In  the  school  but  I  cannot  do  tt‘  myself 
( personally)  for  1  made  so  many  sacrifices  there 
last  winter,  and  we  have.to  make  them  each  year 

We  will  gladly  aceept  any  gifts  for  onr  library 
The  Wilson  library  is  a  child's  library  which  we 
just  started  last  spring  The  Nixie  Bunny  Books, 
by  Joseph  C.  Slndelar.  Miss  Mullock's  Anns  Se¬ 
well's,  Cora  Llvington's  Mary  Mailer,  Emily 
Huntington  Mlllier's  Mary  Hall  Husted's  Stories 
for  children  are  some  I  want.  Of  course  all  Bible 
stories  are  Included  I  am  planning  a  course  of 
Bible  stories  for  the  Primary  grades.  This  I  will 
teach  by  using  pictures.  I  hope  to  beer  from  yon 
soon,  and  my  the  Lord  bless  you.

ARE  BAPTIST  PROTESTANTS? 

One  of  our  highly  esteemed  contemporaries 
enters  Into  a  considerable  argument  to  prove 
that  “Baptists  are  not  seceders  from  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church."  For  the  sake  of  the  truth, 
and  In  order  that  erroneous  views  may  not  be 
cherished  by  our  readers,  we  feel  obliged  to  call 
attention  to  facts  connected  .with  what  It  known 
as  "The  Protestant  Reformation,"  In  the  stxteen- 
the  century.  It  Is  tenaciously  held  by  Baptist  his¬ 
torians  that  In  all  the  ages  there  were  In  Europe, 
and  Asia,  dissenters  from  the  Rome  Church.  It 
had  great  difficulty  to  keep  Its  constituency  In 
order  and  compel  ail  to  speak  the  same  things 
and  accept  the  same  views  with  Its  hierarchy. 

The  Catholic  Church  believed  In  union — all 
under  the  same  discipline,  all  adhering  to  the 
same  practices.  Among  those  who  dissented  and 
continued  to  bold  views  contrary  to  those  of  the 
Church  were  some  antipedobaptlsts,  people  who 
refused  to  have  their  Infant  children  "baptised" 
by  the  priests  and  enrolled  as  members  of  the 
Church.  Of  course,  these  were  obnoxious  to  the 
hierarchy  and  were  accused  of  Imperiling  the 
eternal  life  of  their  children.  In  some  instances 
the  priests  went  so  far  as  to  seise  the  Infants 
and  baptise  them.  In  spite  of  the  protests  of  the 
parents.  It  was  not  a  question  of  the  "to'rm  or 
baptism" — whether  Immerafon  or  sprinkling — 
but  the  baptism  of  the  unconscious  infant. 

It  It  not  easy  to  trace  these  dissenters.  They 
were  Inhumanly  persecuted  and  were  obliged  to 
hide  themselves  In  the  narrow  valleys  and  ra¬ 
vines  of  the  mountains.  They  published  almost 
no  literature  and  are  traced,  for  the  most  part 
by  what  Is  said  of  them  by  their  persecutors. 
But,  at  the  time  of  the  Lutheran  Reformation, 
beginning  In  1617,  the  number  of  these  people 
had  become  so  small  and  their  hiding  places 
so  elusive  that  little  or  no  account  was  made  of 
them  In  the  great  upheaval  of  that  day.  True, 
there  are  said  to  bavs  been  some  In  Bohemia, 
or  Poland,  but  tbelr  numbers  were  so  few  and 
their  tenets  snch  a  mixture  of  truth  and  false¬ 
hood  that  nothing  definite  can  be  said  of  them. 

When  we  come  to  Switzerland,  we  find  that 
the  Anabaptists  (Antipedobaptlsts)  had  no  an¬ 
cestry,  but  came  directly  out  of  the  Church  of 
Rome.  Conrad  Grebel,  Felix  Mantz  and  Balthazer 
Hubmler  had  been  Roman  Catholic  priests.  In 
charge  of  churches.  And  those  who  thought  and 
practiced  with  them  were  also  converts  from 
Rome.  But  these  Swiss  Aanabaptlsts  were  perse¬ 
cuted  to  death,  until  there  were  none  of  them 
left  In  any  organized  churches.  When  the  Eng¬ 
lish  Anabaptists  wanted  to  revive  the  practice 
of  Immersion,  because  they  thought  that  the  val¬ 
idity  of  the  ordinance  depended  upon  the  admin¬ 
istrator.  they  went  to  Holland  and  were  baptized 
by  the  Menonltee,  who  had  adopted  It  In  the 
previous  century.  It  was  the  mistake  of  Roger 
Williams  that  he  Imbibed  the  notion  that  baptism 
must  come  down  from  the  apostles,  and,  con¬ 
sequently,  he  withdrew  from  the  Baptist  Church, 
which  he  had  been  Instrumental  in  forming,  and 
became  what  be  called  a  "Beeker." 

Our  contemporary,  above  referred  to,  says: 
"The  churches,  or  denominations,  which  have 
gone  out  of  the  Catholic  Church,  or  out  of  the 
Baptist  denomination,  went  out  protesting 
against  certain  doctrines  or  practices  of  the 
Catholic  Church  or  of  the  Baptist  churches.  It 
Is  for  this  reason  they  are  called  Protestants.  It 
la  therefore  a  misnomer  to  call  Baptists  Protes¬ 
tants.” 

The  writer  of  this  claims  to  be  a  Proteatant. 
He  traces  his  ancestry  to  Protestants  of  the  six¬ 
teenth  century.  His  paternal  ancestors  were 
without  doubt.  In  full  and  earnest  sympathy  wlH 
the  Protestants  of  April  25,  1529. 

The  second  Reichstag,  or  Diet,  of  Spelers  con¬ 
vened  In  February,  1529.  and  proposed  to  re¬ 
quire  the  Electors  and  rulers  of  the  several  states 
or  prlnclplalties.  to  enforce  the  edicts  of  the 
Diet  of  Worms,  against  all  who  continued  tojlls- 
■ent  from  the  Church  of  Rome.  The  churchmen 
were  In  the  majority  and  Insisted  upon  obedience 
to  their  behests.  But  the  minority  was  large  and 
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strong.  The  majority  carried  their  proposal  In 
the  Diet,  but  on  the  twenty-fifth  of  April  the 
minority  party  came  into  the  council  with  their 
protest  against  the  action  of  the  Diet.  There 
were  fire  electors  (rulers  of  states)  and  their 
action  was  Indorsed  by  fourteen  Imperial  cities. 

Can  we  suppose  that  the  Baptists,  or  Anabap¬ 
tists,  of  that  day  were  opposed  to  the  protest, 
and  In  favor  of  the  persecutions  of  Rome?  The 
writer  of  this  claims  to  hare  been  there,  as  Leri 
was  present  when  Melchltedec  met  Abraham. 
The  Protestants  of  tha{  day  and  of  those  coun¬ 
tries  came  to  America  In  their  descendants — - 
Huguenots  from  Farnce,  Palatines,  Hollanders, 
Hessians,  Switsers,  from  Saxony,  Hesse,  Bran¬ 
denburg,  Luneburg,  Anhalt,  Strasaburg,  Nurem- 
burg,  Constance,  and  other  cities  scattered  all 
over  Germany  and  France.  They  were  Protest¬ 
ants;  and  we  are  of  them.  In  sympathy  with 
them.  If  any  one  among  us  can  trace  his  an¬ 
cestry  to  Anabaptists  who  did  not  sympathize 
with  the  Protestanta  of  Spelers  we  admit  that 
he  may  not  be  a  Protestant;  but  without  sucb 
assurance,  we  must  continue  to  hold  that  Baptists 
are  Protestant  of  the  Protestants.  They  are  a 
standing  protest  against  the  adominations  of 
Rome,  and  against  practices  which  hare  come 
down  to  the  present  through  other  channels.

IN  REMEMBRANCE  OF  ME. 

That,  and  only  that — no  more,  no  less.  Like 
baptism,  the  Lord's  Supper  has  been  greatly 
abused.  Only  a  few  professing  Christians  fall  to 
observe  something  so-called;  but  often  it  Is  far 
from  being  what  Its  Institution  was  intended  for 
— a  remembrance  of  the  dying  Lord.  Broad  and 
“the  cup"  have  given  place  to  various  substitutes, 
and  the  ceremonies  have  diverted  the  thought 
from  the  object  Intended  to  the  scenery  and  the 
rltaul  which  suggest  something  else  than  the 
thing  designed  jiy  the  Master.  It  has  been  called 
“the  sacrament,"  as  though  It  were  a  renewal 
of  an  oath  of  allegiance,  such  as  a  soldier  takes 
when  be  enters  the  service  of  his  country.  Jesus 
did  not  call  It  by  that  name,  neither  does  the 
New  Testament;  neither  is  that  Idea  contained 
In  the  form  of  It. 

It  has  been  called  “the  communion,"  as 
though  it  were  ,!n  some  way,  a  renewal  of  bro¬ 
therhood  among  the  participants.  But  the  Idea  is 
not  In  It.  There  is  a  “communion  of  the  body  of 
Christ,"  and  a  "communion  of  the  blood  of 
Christ,"  but,  as  such,  there  are  two  communions, 
and  both  have  reference  to  the  Lord's  body,  and 
not  to  fellow  participants.  It  has  been  called 
“the  sacrifice  of  the  Mass,”  and  It  Is  assumed 
that  in  it  any  godly  or  ungodly  participant  takes 
Into  himself  the  actual  “body  and  blood,  soul 
and  divinity"  of  the  Lord  Jesus  himself.  It  Is 
taken  kneeling,  as  though  It  were  an  occasion 
of  special  prayer  and  humiliation,  when  It  Is 
rather  an  occasion  of  gladness,  In  that  It  com¬ 
memorates  the  sacrifice  which  opened  up  the 
way  of  life. 

•  •  «  • 

It  has  been  railed  “The  Eucharist."  That  name 
was  given  It  by  the  early  Christians,  and  that  is 
possibly  the  most  appropriate  name  for  It  today. 
The  name  Is  suggested  by  the  thanks,  or  bless¬ 
ings,  bestowed  upon  both  the  bread  and  the 
cup.  It  was,  In  this  respect,  peculiar.  We  are 
nowhere  told  of  the  ceremony  with  which  the 
Hebrews  began  the  Passover  feast.  We  are  told 
of  the  roasted  lamb,  Ita  bones  unbroken,  of  the 
sandaled  feet,  of  the  staves  at  hand,  of  the 
bread  unleavened,  of  the  sauce  with  which  It 
was  seasoned,  the  bitter  herbs,  reminding  of 
bondage;  but  we  are  not  told  of  any  prayer,  or  ' 
of  any  thanksgiving,  of  any  blessing  upon  the 
lamb  and  Its  accessories.  But  we  are  told  that. 
In  the  Institution  of  his  8upper,  the  Lord  Jesus 
“took  bread  and  blessed  It,"  "took  the  cup  and 
gave  thanks.”  And  they  to  whom  the  event  was 
most  vivid,  In  tbs  early  days,  called  It  “Tbs 
Eucharist.”  Let  us  not  forget  "the  cup.”  How 


many  cups  were  on  the  table  we  do  not  know; 
but  this  we  know,  Jesus  took  but  one  cup  and 
Its  content.  He  did  not  fear  microbes:  he  did 
not  limit  the  amount  of  the  liquid  to  be  taken. 
It  was  not  a  glass  tumbler,  nor  was  it  a  finely 
chased  vessel  of  metal.  It  was  such  a  vases!  as 
was  suited  to  the  occasion  of  the  paschal  feast. 
Itr  contents  "the  fruit  of  the  vine.”  "Take  this," 
said  he,  “and  divide  It  among  yourselves."  He 
knew  nothing  of  Individual  cups  at  the  Supper. 
Perhaps  he  was  not  “up”  In  science,  and  did  not 
know  the  danger  of  the  rite  which  he  instituted. 
And  he  has  allowed  his  people  to  go  nearly  two 
thousand  years,  without  knowing  the  danger  in¬ 
curred!  Ought  we  to  trust  one  so  uninformed? 
Had  he  only  known  the  danrer,  would  he  have 
Instituted  such  a  rite?  How  fortunate  that  we 
have  found  It  out.  before  more  of  us  died  of  the 
Infection. 

•  •  •  • 

It  was  the  occasion  of  bitter  and  continued 
controversy  among  the  reformers  of  the  sixteen¬ 
th  century,  in  that,  revolting  from  the  transub- 
stantlatlon,  of  Rome,  Luther  held  to  "consub- 
stantlatlon,"  which  he  defined  as  the  body  or 
the  Lord  "In  under  and  above"  the  bread  and  the 
cup,  while  Zwlngtl  and  the  more  thorough  re¬ 
formers  held  it  to  be  simply  a  memorial,  the  ele¬ 
ments  symbols  of  the  body  and  the  blood  of  him 
who  gave  himself  for  us  and  said.  "This  Is  my 
body  which  Is  for  you:  this  do  In  remembrance 
of  me."  "For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread  and 
drink  this  cup  ye  do  show  forth  the  lord’s  death 
till  he  come.”  Nothing  more;  nothing  less. 

•  •  •  « 

It  wan  at  the  feast  of  the  Passover — an  occa¬ 
sion  of  gladness.  The  participants  were  reclining 
at  table,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  times. 
Both  the  bread  and  the  cup  were  there  by  vir¬ 
tue  of  the  occasion.  There  was  no  kneeling,  no 
special  preparation.  In  that  hour,  the  disciples 
themselves  did  not  understand  It.  They  had  no 
idea  that  he  was  to  be  arrested  that  same  Bight, 
nor  that  that  was  really  the  last  Passover  he 
wss  ever  to  eat  with  them.  The  Master  was 
troubled  In  spirit,  but  they  did  not  understand 
It.  Only  when  he  bad  risen  from  the  dead,  and 
they  had  occasion  to  review  the  events  of  the 
years,  and  especially  to  recall  the  last  terrible 
days— when  the  Holy  Spirit  had  brought  bis 
words  as  well  as  bis  acta  to  their  remembrance 
— did  they  comprehend  wbat  be  had  done  and  Ita 
significance.  They  teach  us,  and  we  have  no  right 
to  go  beyond  what  is  revealed  to  us  In  the  record 
left  us. 

»  ■  *  •  ■ 

"The  new  covenant.”  From  that  hour  the  old 
was  to  go  away.  Next  day  the  covenant  would 
be  sealed  with  the  blood  of  the  atonement.  Old 
things  passed  away;  all  things  became  new.  “If 
any  man  be  In  Christ,  be  is  a  new  creature" 
(creation).  His  life  for  us;  our  lives  to  him.  “In 
remembrance  of  me.”  Remember  that  "this  is 
my  blood  of  the  new  covenant,  which  la  shed 
for  many,  for  the  remission  of  sins."  Whose  sins? 
Can  we  doubt?  They  are  of  those  who  have 
accepted  tbe  terms  of  the  covenant.  The  recent¬ 
ly  validated  peace  covenant  was  not  valid  nor 
effective  until  signed  by  representatives  of  both 
parties  to  the  transaction.  One  party  alone  can 
not  make  a  covenant.  The  terms  may  be  stated: 
the  writings  may  be  drawn;  one  party  may  sign 
and  accept  It;  but,  until  the  other  party  signs  It 
there  Is  no  force  In  It.  The  everlasting  covenant 
needed  the  signature  of  him  who  proposed  It. 
and  It  needed,  and  still  needs,  the  signature  of 
him  who  accepts  It 

•  •  •  • 

Jesus,  to  whom  was  given  all  power,  both  In 
heaven  and  on  earth,  came  to  propose,  the  coven¬ 
ant,  and  to  sign  It  with  his  blood.  He  knew  the 
cost.  He  wanted  to  redeem  sinners,  to  make 
them  sharers  with  himself  In  the  glory  which 
he  had  with  his  Father  before  the  world  was. 
On  the  cross,  between  heaven  and  earth,  where 
men.  angels  and  devils  could  witness  tbe  scene, 
he  allowed  his  blood  to  be  shed  that  the  coven¬ 
ant  might  he  subscribed.  When  he  might  have 


called  for  ten  legions  of  angels  to  deliver  him 
from  the  soldiers  who  were  driving  the  nails 
be  was  "as  a  sheep  before  her  shearer,"  as  a 
lamb  In  the  hands  of  the  butcher. 

•  •  •  • 

"No  man  taketh  It  from  me.  but  I  lay  It  down 
of  myself.  I  have  power  to  lay  it  down,  and  I 
have  power  to  take  It  again.”  and  he  who  could 
say  such  things  In  truth  submltlsd  to  the  death 
of  the  cross  that  It  might  aver  be  known  that 
he  freely  offered  himself,  that  on  hla  pan  tbe 
covenant  might  be  fulfilled. 

•  •  •  • 

Now  what  is  lacking  to  the  perfection  of  the 
Instrument?  Only  the  signature  of  the  ransomed 
soul.  As  at  Versailles,  the  other  day.  so  here  Tbe 
Allies  signed  first,  making  ths  proposition,  open¬ 
ing  tbe  way  for  the  Germans,  who  came  reluct¬ 
antly,  but  finally,  so  the  Lord  Jesus  has  aaslsi 
the  New  Covenant  which  now  requires  only  the 
signatures  of  repentant  alnners  to  make  It  effec¬ 
tive  for  them.  He  could  well  say.  In  that  night: 
“This  cup  is  tbe  blood  of  tbe  new  covenant  which 
Is  shed  for  many,  for  tbe  remission  of  slna“ 
Happy  he  who  can  say:  "1  have  signed  tt."

The  General  Association  of  South¬ 
east  Mississippi  Is  a  Baptist  body  or¬ 
ganised  In  1  855  to  do  special  mission¬ 
ary  work  In  the  plney  woods  aectlon 
ol  southeast  Mississippi  It  was  not 
created  In  opposition  to  the  State  con¬ 
vention,  but  to  supplement  the  work 
thereof  In  these  sparsely  settled  and 
much  neglected  communities. 

Elder  N.  L.  Calrke  was  the  leading 
spirit  in  the  organization.  He  had  been 
missionary  to  these  people,  sent  .oat 
by  the  Mt.  Pisgsh  Association,  for 
several  years.  He  saw  the  great  des¬ 
titution  In  this  field,  and  hla  right¬ 
eous  soul  was  moved  upon  to  try  to 
help  those  simple  folk  to  a  knowledge 
of  Jesus.  So  he.  together  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  other  leading  brethren  of  that 
day,  put  their  heads  together  and 
after  much  prayer  decided  that  au 
organization  of  the  associations  In 
that  part  of  the  State  with  a  view  of 
evangelizing  this  people  would  be 
the  proper  thing.
